. Washington, Jan. 21—(AP)— 
Secretary of Agriculture Brannan 
•aid today that the nation's entire 
^economy is being endangered by a 
$2,000,000,000-a-year drop in farm- 
era' purchasing power. 


In terms of 1947 dollars, farm 


families have been losing purchas- 
ing power at that rate for two 
years. Brannan told a house com- 
mittee. 


"It could drop another $2.000,- 


000,000 in 1950, or another 15 per 
cent, if farm prices aren't improv- 
-ed." he said, adding: „ 


"I cannot conceive of a growing- 


economy during a peroid when 
agriculture is going- through an 
economic wringer. We must guard 
•gainst that." 


Brannan's statement was releas- 


ed by the house appropriations 
committee. He made it as he ap- 
peared before a subcommittee to 
argue for his department's ap- 
propriation for the next year. 
! 
Plugs For Plan 


He put in a plug for the "Bran- 


nan Plan'* to set up a system of 
direct government subsidies for the 
producers of many farm products. 


There he met immediate oppo- 


sition, with some subcommittee 
members arguing that the cost of 
such a program might run as high 
a* 930,000,000,000 a year. 


Under Brannan's plan many farm 


LC jmmodiile* would be allowed to 
•ell at what th« markets would pay 
with the government supplement- 
ing farmers' Income by production 
payments or subsidies. 


Subcommittee Chairman Whit- 


ten (D-Miss) argued that the 
farmer should get his income in 
the market place, instead of from 
* subsidy.

designed to support market prices 


> through government loans 
and 


purchases intended to remove price

He lowered his erect head 
once during a blis*ering- wind-up 
attack against him by the govern- 
ment, which called him a traitor. 


And at the end of the long- day, 


he and his wife. PrisciHa, left the 
courthouse and stepped into the 
night with smiles on their faces. 


Conviction on the two perjury 


counts against him carries a maxi- 
mum penalty of 10 years in prison 
and 54.000 in fines.

Expressing- the suspicion that 


the Soviet Union had called the 
signals on the Bulgarian demand 
for the recall of'U. S. Minister 
Donald Heath, these diplomatic 
authorities said the Russians may 
welcome a chance to force Ameri- 
can officials out of Sofia entirely. 


The United States, replying- to 


the recall note yesterday, declared 
bluntly that it will withdraw its 
entire diplomatic 
mission 
from 


Bulgaria and send Bulgarian dip- 
lomats in this country home unless 
the Communist government at 
Sofia drops its insistence on get-| 
ting Heath out.

The American government thus 


indicated that it has decided on a 
tough policy toward the Com- 
munist satellite governments of 
eastern Europe in respect to the 
treatment of American officials 
and citizens there.

"its willingness to observe estab-

The note held that restrictions 


on the movements of U. S. officials 
in Sofia and "indignities" which 
they have suffered have made it 
"virtually impossible for the lega- 
tion to perform its normal diplo- 
matic and consular functions." 


This made it clear that one of 


the reasons behind the decision to 
break relations unless the Bul- 
garians change their conduct is a 
feeling- here that it has become 
useless to maintain American rep- 
resentatives in Sofia under present 
conditions.

The Editor Who Dared 


This is not an editorial. 
This is a story, the story of a man from Maine, who 


bravely gave his life for his land, for the little people and 
for liberty 111 years ago today. And now is almost for- 
gotten. 


It is not a thrilling story. 
There are no cannonadings. fortresses stormed. Tar- 


awas seized or flags floating triumphantly at dawn. The 
man did not wear a uniform, wave a sword, thump a ros- 
trum in halls of Congress or pen a parchment at the ma- 
hogany desk in the Oval Room of the White House. 


And it is not a new story. 
It is as old as David. It is a lone, little man against 
great odds against the world—a world that somehow, by 
devious reasoning—coldly, callously accepted the fact that 
other men in the world should not protest if they were en- 
slaved. And we mean enslaved. 


He was Elijah Parish Lovejoy. 34. 
Did vou ever hear of him? The chances are^-ou didn't. 


He was~a newspaper editor and, ipso facto, anonymous, 
nondescript, a nobodv who dilated on the somebodies of his 
community and country—and made them greater by his pen 
—although in the end he proved to be greater than them 
all 


He was born in Maine. 
His home town was Albion, Me.—not the ancient, per- 


fidious Albion. He graduated from Colby College at Water- 
ville in 1826—before there were cross-country railroads, hot 
and cold running water, rural, free delivery—and a daily 
press grinding out editions 24 hours a day. 


He was living in Alton. BL 
There he died. His widow, bearing a child, survived 


him. 
The child was born and lived. Elijah Paris Lovejoy 


had passed on. Yet he lives, too, and each day his stature 
grows greater because—nondescript and unknown—he was 
reallv great and notable. He had courage. 


What happened to him? 
On the night of November 7th, 1837—a long time ago 


—at the hour of 10:30, during a riot in the dock district of 
Alton—hard by the broad, brown Mississippi River—30 ruf- 
fians attacked him and the shotgun of one slew him. 


Why did they kill him? 
His newspaper—editorially and unrelentingly—in the 


face of threats which were carried out to the extent that 
three times previously his presses were wrecked or thrown 
into the river—refused to give up its crusade against slave 
racketeers. 


Was death the only way? 
The only way. A week before he was killed, at a pub- 


lic mass meeting" in Alton he dared to say: "As long as I 
am an American citizen and as long as American blood runs 
la these veins, I shall hold myself at liberty to speak, to 
write and to publish whatever I please—amenable to the 
laws of my country for the same." 


What an editorial epitaph! 
The Boston Post salutes Elijah Parish Lovejoy. With- 


out stint it endorses the effort of Colby College to make his 
name and courage known through the establishment of the 
Lovejoy Chair of Journalism on the Waterville campus. 


This is not an editoriaL 
This is a statement of fact, as it was in 1837—so it is

It would also end 
the excuse for the exigence of the 
N.A-M- and other organization* -f 
against the producer and wage- 


irner. 
Tying the inconte of the bottom, 


and top brackets together would 
reduce to a minimum the need 
for the growing police poxver and 
the welfare state. It would nullify 
the need for corporations to hide 
away enormous funds "for the 
purpose of repair and expansion." 
It would furnish incentive to dis- 
card the old policy of "wear 'em 
f 


out quick and kick 'em out and 
hire new blood." It would replace 
the old policy with one of making 
every employee a stockholder, thus 
quickening his interest and making 
him a more valuable employee, 
giving him the all needful security 
and .obviating the need for "the 
welfare state."
